Some in the Kansas City crowd were surprised, 
some booed.

Maybe it was Раупе 5 whimsical, damn nigh 
cuddly pesonality and sometimes earnest footlessness 
which says: Maybe I’m not as polished as this guy but 
I’m gonna try through hard work and wit to knock 
his block off. Anyway, the crowd rooted throughout 
for underdog Payne. · 

All five judges voted for Biggs. Boos followed the 
victor to the dressing room. 

Payne is used to fighting over his head. Right from 
the start of his two year career he was battling the 
top o’ the heap behemoths. 

In only his third bout, he took on Canada's experi-

In his sixth fight, 21-year-old Craig battled De-

bouts. Again, he lost a close decision. But a few mon- 
ths later, he took a unanimous victory over Miller 
and thus began an unbroken record. The record? No- 
body has ever beaten Payne twice. 

Craig’s style is to befuddle, confuse ай4 mystify an 
opponent. The second time around, he befuddles, 
confuses and mystifies twice as much: 

In winning the National Police Athletic League title 
last year, for example, Payne reversed against then 
ranked Andy Stokes of Lafayette, Ind. In the quarter- 
finals of the National Gloves. this year, he outpointed 
brawny Kevin Morris Sheeley of Minneapolis, who 
had beaten Payne at the 1981 USA/ABF Nationals. 

Payne, a construction employee who.operátes his 
own handyman and firewood business on the side, is 
a dogged worker, say his coaches, Paul Soucy and 
Dick Quiton. Since he began boxing, he whittled him- 
self down from 265 to 215. Craig runs three to five 


miles a day and works out at least four nights a week | 


in the spacious, ey relocated Livonia Boxing Club 
gym. 

Livonia is a suburb of Détroit. 

In only two years, Craig, who is now batting about 
.150, has won one national title and come close to 
winning several others. And he has kept intact that 
record of never having been beaten twice by the 
same fighter. That's one reason he'd like to meet 
Warren Thompson and Tyrell Biggs again.

৪ the USA/Amateur Boxing Federation selecting the best boxers for inter- 
national tournament competition? € The question needs to be raised. { The 
USA/ABF governs amateur boxing in the country. Among other duties, it 
registers boxers, sanctions matches and sets up regulations dealing with the 
sport. The USA/ABF also conducts the U.S. Amateur Boxing Championships, 
which were held recently in Charlotte, N.C. € Following this tournament, the 
champions and runnersup went to Colorado Springs for a box-off to see who 
would represent the U.S. in the World Boxing Championships in Munich, West 
Germany, in May. In those cases where the champion or runnerup could not 
| go, a semifinalist was chosen. ۹ The team that emerged was, by any stand- 
ards, a fine team. But was every weight class represented by the best boxer available? Is sel- 
ecting only from the USA/ABF tournament the best procedure? Is the USA/ABF being fair to 
amateur boxing and the country by restriction box-off candidates to USA/ABF tournament 
participants? ধা We suspect that the answer to the first question is probably not and the ans- 
wer to the second two is no. The only purpose served by selection from a single tournament is 
enhancement of the status of the USA/ABF. € Let's give two examples of what we mean. At 
119 lbs., Floyd Favors of Capitol Heights, Md., won the USA/ABF title. In Colorado Springs, 
he was pitted in two box-off matches against Lupe Gutierriez of Turlock, Calif., whom he beat 
in the semifinals of the tournament. Gutierrez decisioned Favors, 4-1, in the first match, 
Favors outpointed Gutierrez, 3-2, in the second match. Favors went to Munich. 4 Only weeks 
before the USA/ABF tourney, the Golden Gloves Association of America—the other giant 
amateur boxing body in the U.S.—had completed its national tourney in Kansas City, Mo. At 
that tournament, Favors was clearly outpointed in the smifinals by Meldrick Taylor of Phila- 
delphia. Taylor became gloves champion. 4 Nothing should be taken away from Favors. He is 
a fine fighter, who reminds this writer of Sugar Ray Leonard in his amateur days. But 
wouldn't a box-off—if a box-off is going to be held—make more sense if Favors and Taylor 
were the protagonists? Or how about Favors and Taylor and Gutierrez if two box-off matches 
are going to be held? € Our second example: Keith Vining of Detroit was the Gloves champion 
at 178. Bennie Heard of Augusta, GA., was the USA/ABF champion at the same weight. Both 
defeated Sherman Griffin of Minneapolis in the finals of their respective tournaments. Do we 
get a box-off between Heard and Vining? No, we got a box-off between Heard and Griffin, with 
Heard again the winner. { There are several other examples as well. Gloves champions Jose 
Rosario, 106, and Jesse Benavides, 112, come readily to mind. ۹ We would think that the 
function of the USA/ABF should be not only to govern amateur boxing but to encourage the 
growth and well-being of other boxing organizations. € It does not do this by, in effect, say- 
ing: The only way you can get a crack at international championship competition is by parti- 
cipating in our tournament. All other tournaments don't count. 4 The issue becomes all the 
more important as the Olympic Trials draw closer.

Several days later, the East Germans and Ameri- 
cans met again at the Playboy Club in Atlantic City, 
N.J. This time the East Germans didn't need as much 
help from their compatriot judges. They defeated a 
weaker U.S. team, 7-2. 

The East German judges were more fair, perhaps 
not wanting to awaken the same crowd passions in 
Atlantic City they did in Syracuse. 

Nevertheless, said Bruce  Silverglade, team 
manager for the U.S., the East German judges 
couldn’t resist robbing Jose Rosario in his bout with 
Dietmar Geilich, 1981 East German light flyweight 
champ.

Somehow, Pettigrew survived this broadside and 
managed to put together an All-Navy Championships 
and come up with a team. 

Mostly, he juggled. Even that didn't do any good in 
the 106 and 112 Ib. classes, traditionally the weak 
links in the Navy's program, because nobody showed 
up at Port Hueneme, Calif., site of the camp and 
tournament. 

When Mark Mahone, the 1981 USA/ABF and Na- 
tional Sports Festival heavyweight champion, 
reported with ravaged ribs as a result of a recent 
bout in the Soviet Union, Pettigrew moved Elmer 
Martin up from 178 and put him in with Alex 
Johnson.

Cox decisioned Perry and 
Gaynor, 44-7-1, stopped Cox. : 

When Jeff Geter, the first Navy boxer to win a 
Golden Bear title (1981), returned from the Presi- 
dent's Cup in Indonesia with one hand in a cast, Pet- 
tigrew turned to Louie Antuna, John Staley and 
Stanley Wanamaker for a 139 pounder. Staley came 
out on top but then broke his wrist in the California 
USA/ABF Regional. 

When J.W. Key, 132, came out of a sparring match 
with Antuna with a hairline fracture of his jaw Petti- 
grew was severely tested. 

First, he made 21-year-old New Yorker Antuna his 
132 pounder. 

Then Pettigrew dropped Ray Collins, who had al- 
ready repeated as the Navy's 147 lb. champion by 
stopping Romeo Bellis and outpointing Mark Mallory, 
to 139. | 
That орепед—ог reopened—the door for Mallory, 
23, of Philadelphia by way of Holy Loch, Scotland, 
where he won the 1980 and 1981 Northern European 
(military) and 1981 Scottish Amateur Cup and Scot- 
land (West District) championships. According to one

Collins in the gym—three times—but was off his feet

The juggling continued at 178, which opened up 
when Martin was moved to heavyweight to replace 
the injured Mahone. Johnson, already light for a 
heavyweight at 182, was dropped down a notch after 
his defeat by Martin and paired with Ernest Robers, a 
newcomer. Looking back, Johnson probably wouldn't 
consider the move a reprieve—Roberts stopped him, 
just as Martin had, to become the light hevy cham- 
pion. 

The only reprieves Pettigrew received were in the 
119, 125 and 165 classes, the only ones unaffected 
by injuries and retirements. : 

At 119, Wilfredo Marcano, 22, of Paterson, N.J., 
brought his record to 69-11-4 with a decision over 
Steve Garcia. This is Marcano's first title since 1978, 
the year before he joined the Navy, when he won the 
Morris County, New Jersey, AAU and Diamond 
Gloves and the New Jersey Golden Gloves. | 

Bobby Gable, 21, of Columbus, Ohio, a former Col- 
umbus Golden Gloves and Indiana AAU champion 
(1977 and 1978, respectively), had to go to the well 
twice against Ruben Fontanez to secure his spot as 
the 125 Ib. Navy champ. He outpointed Fontanez onc- 
ed and stopped him the other time, bringing his 
record to 26-8-2. 

Inexperienced but hard-hitting Nathan Houser 
made short work of Larry Tindell and Terry Robison 
to claim the 165 lb. crown. He stopped both of them 
for a 10-2-2 record. Houser, 20, is a former Junior 
Olympics and Golden Gloves champion of his home- 
town, Detroit. 

David Graves, even less experienced (5-0), made 
the Navy team the easiest way possible. The 22-year- 
old from Lowell, Mass., was the only super heavy- 
weight in camp. | |

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You’ve probably heard the command 
to “use your head” in the ring. But, gee, 
don’t use your head to stop punches. 
Slip them. 

There are a variety of ways to nullify 
blows. You can block them, parry them, 
catch them. Slipping leaves both hands 
free to attack and defend. 

Slipping is the art of avoiding a blow 
by moving your head to the left or right 


for either an "inside" slip or an 
“outside” slip. Instead of moving your 
body out of range, you rely on being 

so quick that your opponent's straight 
left or straight right misses your moving 
head. | 

Let's say both you and your 
oppohent are right handers. He throws 
a left jab at you. You slip inside. His left 
jab darts harmlessly past the right side 
of your head and you plant a straight 
right on his short ribs. Ugh/ 

Or, instead, you slip outside. Your 
foe's left jab slips by the left side of 
your head and you sink a left hook 
into his solar plexus. Oof! 

To be effective against each other, 
right handers and southpaws must be 
constantly slipping each other's 
punches. 

Keep the margins small. That is, 
the perfect slip is one in which the 
‘punch hardly misses, just about ` 
grazes the ear. 

Concentration is a must in the

ring. For slipping, it’s a double must. 
A well placed blow won’t miss if you 
don’t concentrate. And after you’ve 
slipped, you must continue to keep 
your eyes on your opponent. 

To sum up, slipping is a beautiful, 
artful way to avoid getting hit. And it © 
leaves both your hands free to attack 
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and defend. And it frustrates the devil 
out of your opponent. Not only does 
he miss scoring points. But missing robs 
him of a lot of energy. 

And, as for your not getting hit, 
not only don’t you get points scored 
against you but you save the vitality 
that’s lost from getting tagged. а

_ PERSONAL MOUNTAIN 


The story of Matthew Saad Muhammad is so unbelievable it could only be true. Aban- 
doned as an infant along the Benjamin Franklin Parkway in Philadelphia, the orphan- 
ed youngster was raised by nuns, who named him Matthew Franklin (the Matthew after 
St. Matthew, Franklin after the parkway near which he was found). 
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Adopted by а loving Portuguese couple named John and Bertha Santos, young Mat- 
thew grew into a chiseled, finely sculptured specimen of an athlete. Boxing became his 
main love, his ticket out of the ghetto. It was there, in the streets of South Philadelphia, 
Matthew learned what it is like to punch—and be punched. 

In January, 1974, Matthew decided that if punches were going to be aimed in his dir- 
ection, he might as well get paid for engaging in such an activity. 

Twenty-two victories and five years later, Matthew stopped Marvin Johson in the 
eighth round, winning the WBC light heavyweight crown. It was a crown he held until 
Dwight Braxton knocked it off his head last December. 

“Т want that crown back,” said Muhammad recently, as he proudly took Boxing 11- 
lustrated’s Associate Editor, Jack Goodman, around the spacious house the ex-champ 
calls home and shares with his wife, Michele—a former Miss Black World—and their 
son, Matthew Saad Muhammad, Jr., who was born in April of this year. 

The house, located in Jenkinstown, Pa., is Saad’s personal mountain, testimony to his 
achievements, complete with a disco room, white baby grand piano (which Muhammad 
plays quite well) and a garage in which a van, а Mercedes convertible and Rolls Royce 
convertible are parked. 

As he cradled baby Matthew, the ex-titleholder said, “Dwight beat the shadow of Mat- 
thew Saad Muhammad. The next time around, the shadow is going to stay home, and 
poor Braxton is going to have to face те... I hope һе had fun as champion!"

just like judges, lawyers and politicians, | wil do my part to help 
them from outside of Camden.’ 

When Dwight Braxton was a kid, he did do the same thing and he 
got caught. The first time at age 14; the last time when he was 
almost 20. 

He had spent 5 У; years in the slammer for armed robbery and was 
an alumnus of Rahway State Prison in New Jersey. With no amateur 
background, he embarked on a pro boxing career and was 1-1-1. 

Unfortunately, Braxton was not limiting the power in his fists to 
people in the ring and he stood crying before criminal court judge 
Peter J. Corruzzi for a possible conviction of 15 years for assault and 
battery. His managers, Quenzell McCall and Wesley Mouzon, begged 
for a second chance. 

As the saying goes in boxing, Dwight got a home town 
decision—five years probation.
